Men on Giant Warships 
lined Rails and Bands

Ft. Monroe, Dec. Iff—Rear Admir- 


al Evans, in charge of $100,000,000 
worth of Uncle Sanx's property and 
12,000 of Uncle Sam's men, began 
the longest cruise with, the biggest 
fleet in the history b* the new wtorld 
today. 
; The start under President Roose- 
velt's personal direction was brilliant 
and impressive. The weather 
(was 


clear and cold, almost cloudless. A 
1 o'clock, ithe Mayflower, with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on board, was sighted 
and at s o'-clock a. m. 16 ships: simul- 
taneously flung -out innumerable flags- 
•which are naval full dress. As the 
Mayflower came near, the fleet ex- 
ploded with "the presidential salute o£ 
21 guns from each ship. Then the 
Mayflower headed straight between 
the two lines of ships and. steamed 
slowly to a .position m the mid'dle of 
the fleet. The President stood ov 
the Mayflower's bridge, and as she 
came abreast, the men on each war- 
snip lined the rail and the bands 
pealei out "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." 
When the Mayflower came to 


anchor from the side of each battle- 
ship went a little launcti, and the 
four admirals and 16 captains has- 
tened to the yacht to pay their re- 
spects. One by one the launches re- 
turned. 


Then "ready" flags began to ap- 


pear. ThS-'Mayflower steamed to the 
bead of the fleet, and then, one by 
one at 400 yards intervals, the great 
ships fell in behind single file off the 
point, 
The~ Mayflower again stopped 


and let the ships go "oy. As each 
passed the men lined the rails, th? 
bands played, and the farewell salute 
of 21 guns was sounded. 


One by one they passed, reached 


the sea between Cape Charles a.ml 
Cape Henry, turned southward and 
faded slowly from 
view. 
Leading 


was thfr Connecticut, fighting Bob Ev- 
ans' flagship. Then came the Kan- 
sas, Vermont and Louisiana, making 
the first division. Read Admiral Em- 
ery, with the Georgia, 
New Jersey, 


Rhode Island and Virginia, complet- 
ed the second division; 
making the 


first squadron of eigat ships. The
